graded there, the shippers mix it wito inferior 
grain, and thus No. & in New York is by far not as 
cood as No. 2in Chicago.

LEWIS MUST PAY. 


The $30.000 Suit Against the Estate of Wm. 
J. Lewis Decided. 

The Court of Appeals this morning hanaed 
down an opinion in the case of Silas Bent, receiv- 
er of the St. Louis;Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany vs. B. W. Lewis, administrator of the es- 
tate of Wm. J. Lewia, The Court says: “By a 
contract in writing, dated December 13, 
1873, it was agreed that all the risks 
borne by the St. Louis Mutual 
Life Insurance Company should be reinsured 


by the Mound City Life Insurance Company, in 
consideration whereof all the assets and sesuri- 
ties belonging to the St. Louis Mutual were to be 
assigned and transferred to the Mound City. The 
defendants’ intestate, William J. Lewis, de- 
ceased, was at that time a director and I resident 
of the St. Louis Mutual. That corporation was 
subsequently dissolved, and the pluintiff was duly 
appointed and qualified as its receiver. The foun- 
dation of the present action appears ih an allega- 
tion that the sum of $30,000 oevionging to the coi- 
poration passed without any lawful authoriz t- 
tion mio the hands of oue Charles 
H. Peck, and from his into the hands ot Lewis, 
who received the same secretly and with full 
knowledge that it was the property of the St 
Louis Mutual and not of the said Peck. Tie 
amended petition sets forth at leagth the silua- 
tions of the corporations respectively at various 
times, with the péndency of negotiations between 
them, having in view the eveeation of the con- 
tract mentioned, and the. the said sum of $30,000, 
part of the assets vi the St. Louis Mutual, 
was paid to the defendant, since de- 
ceased, in consideration of his using his 
position asa president and director of the 
corpora.on in aiding and promoting the execu- 
tion ef the said eontract for re-insurance. It 
avers that this sum of $30,000 was part of a gre at- 
-¢ sum which was by the Mound City Company 
segregated and set apart of the assets of the St. 
Louis Mutual, for the purpose of bribing the offi- 
cers of the last named corporation into an adop- 
tion of the scheme of re-insurance, and that the 
same Was never, in fact, transferred from the dt. 
Louis Mutual to the Mound City. The court, 
upon a hearing of the evidence, gave 
judgment in favor of the plaintuff for $30,000. 
The case was taken up because the juage below 
refused to grant a charge of venue on the appli- 
cation of the defendant, who averred that there 
existed in the minds of the jury and the inhabi- 
tanis of St. Louis a prejudice agaiust him, The 
Court says of tiis averment: “The proposition 
plainly embodied iu this feature Of the ~applica- 
tion is that when a judge has once heard and de- 
termined certain Jssues of fact and of law, hie is 
thereby disquall@#d from again hearing and de- 
termining the same or similar’ testimony 
between the same or different parties. 
Such a proposition bas not the least countenance 
from any authority known tous. It wouid, if 
maintained, entitie every defendant ina suit on 
apromissory note toa change of venue i the 
Judge had been in office for six months or less in 
any mercantile communily. Another point made 
in the application is thal a suit similar to the 
present one has been instituted by the same 
—— against one of the Judgesof the St. 
Auis Circuit Court. which suit has been 
in some way adjusted and the said judge has giv- 
en his deposition as a witness for the plaintiff in 
this Cause; that there Is a direct conflict between 
saul deposition and the testimony of other wit- 
nesses regarding the acts and statements of Will 

iam J. Lewis: and that because of the intimate 
official and personal association and relations be- 
tween the said juage and the judge before whom 
this cause is pending, the mind of the last men- 
tioned judge would be greatly biased 
in regard to matters of testimony, = etc. 
itis a sufficient answer to this point that no pro- 
vision of law conteinplates the disqualification of 
a Judge to try a cause by reason Of any possible 
relations he may sustain toward the proposed wit- 
ness. Nor cat any such relations have a legiti- 
mate bearing upon the question of prejudice 
against a party to the suit. The suggestions of 
prejudice in the inhabitants of the City of St. 
Louis have no better foundation than those havy- 
ing reference to tne trial Judge. 

“It is claimed for the defendant that the release 
of Peck fromall! liability on account of the §159,- 
000 received by him, upon the payment of $25,000 
effected a complete discharce of his intestate 
from all liability touching the subject matter of 
this proceeding. The Court rules against this 
assumption. Upon a careful examination of all 
the evidence preserved in the record we are of 
opinion that the plaintiff's case was fully made 
out on the merits.” 4 


Fooling the Court of Appeals.

A Forfeiture for Failure—Sherman’s Na- 
tional Bank Bill—The Mississippi— 
Capital Notes.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 15.—Congressman 

Cobb, chairman of the House Public Lands Com- 
mittee, who reported yesterday a measure forfeit- 
ing certain railroad land grants, says that portion 
relating to the Iron Mountain Road will not affect 
lands in Missouri. Regaraing the Missouri Divis- 
jon of the Iron Mountain Road, a portion of which 
has claims to valuable lands in Southeast Mis- 
souri, bills are pending now in the House and 
Senate to forfeit the grants, the company having 
lost its claim to the title by the expiration of its 
charter. It is expected that they will be passed 
at this session. Senator Vest proposes to urge 
prompt action. 

THE TEXAS PACIFIC GRANT 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—At a meeting of 
the Honse Committee on Public Lands this morn- 
ing consideration was given the a.gument of Mr. 
Pryor, made yesterday in fayor of the transfer of 
the Texas Pacific Rallrvad land grant to the 
Southern Pacific. The sub-committee in charge 
of the forfeiture of land grants to railroads was 
directed to report a Dill declaring the land grart 
forfeited. The report will be made to the full 
cemmittee to-morrow. It will be asked on the 
“round that the Texas Pacific did not comply 
with any of the requirements of the act — ng 
the land, and thatthe Southern Pacific bad de- 
feated the building of the Texas Pacific for the 
purpose of preventing a competing line with the 
Ceutral Pacific. The object of Congress in making 
the grant, the committee says, was to secure a 
rival line from San Diego to the East. 

The request of Attorney Ontontagon of the State 
Line Road of Mictigan, asking that a delay of 
two Weeks be granted, at whicu time he raight be 
heard, was referred. To-morrow the attor- 
neys of the Oregon Centra! will be heard. Not 
more than two attorneys will be allowed to speak, 
each baving one hour. 


Money for the Mississippi. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 15.—Senator Lo- 
gan’s Commiltee on the Mississippi River will 
probably report to the Senate this afternoon. 
The report is very lengthy, covering sevesal hun- 
dred pages of manascript, and itis understood to 
be very favorable to the Mississippi improvement. 
Col. Wright of St. Louis, who is here in the inter- 
est of the Mississippi River Convention, says the 
prospects of the convention are excellent. Near- 
ly two hundred delegates to the convention have 
already been appointed and more hameés are com- 
ing in daily, the names of several newly-appoint- 
ed delegates coming in to-day. Mr. Wright is re- 
ceiving numerous letters of encouragement from 


all directions, and he is very hopeful as to the re- 
sult. The House Comunittee on Rivers to-day de- 
vided to report favorably on the bill appropriat-- 
ing $1,000,000 for immediate use on the Mississip 
pi, Congressman O’Neilt this morning said he 
thought the Dill would pass the House without 
serious delay. This will give $1,000,000 for imme- 
diate use On the Mississippi River + Delow St. 
Louis. 


Sherman's National Bank Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—At a meeting of the 
Senate Finance Committee to-day Senator Sher- 
man proposed an Important amendment to his 
own bill, designed to meet the objection to the 
measure that would base the amount of circula- 
tion upon a fluctuating standard. He proposed 
to authorize the Secretary to issue National Bank 
notes up to ninety per cent of the face value of the 
three per cent bonds deposited as security for cir- 
culation. Where higher rate bounds were depos- 
ited he proposed to compute the interest above 
three per cent and allow circulation tothe amount 
ot ninety per cent of the aggregate interest over 
three per cent for the whove time such bonds have 
torun.

Northern Pacific. The Live I«sues, 
From the San Francisco Call. (Dem.) 


The live issues were put in form at a recent 
anti-monopoly meeting held In New York, as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That we call upon Congress in the 
name of the American people to take up at once 
and with earnest purpose those few great meas- 
ures that are at this time of fundamental impor- 
tance to ihe country; that we especially and em- 
phatically call upon both houses to take favorae 
able action upon Mr. Sumner’s bill providing for 
& postal telegra; h; Mr. Holnian’s bill respecting 
railroad land grants and the homestead laws: 
Mr. Reagan’s interstate commerce bill and Sen- 
ator Biair’s bill for the establishment of a federal 
bureau of labor statistics, and we also call upon 
both houses to make Mr. Sumner’s bill for the 
reguiation of raitiroaad rates in California the 
basis of a national measure applying to all the 
railroads iy the United States, 

The issues outtined in the above resolution in- 
volve vastiv larger sums than thetariff. The two 
measures referred to as Mr. Sumner’s telegraph 
bill and Mr. Holman’s bill respecting railroad 
land grants and the homestead laws demand atten- 
tion. Mr. Reagan’s interstate commerce bili as- 
serts a principle which is theoretically admitted 
and practieally denied, That principle is the 
power of Congress to regulate fares and freignts 
over railroads bullt by private capital. The cor- 
porations contend that no such power can be ex- 
ercised without great injury to capital already 
invested, while the advocates of the measure con- 
tend that the power must be recognized, and the 
representatives of the people trusted to do no in- 
justice, The reason the Democrats have for 
Keeping these issues in the background as much 
as possible is shown in such movements as the 
selection of Henry B. Payne by the Democrats of 
Ohio as their chvice for United States Senator. 
Against Mr. Payne as an individuai there is noth- 
ing to be said, but the American people would 
not probably select their ieader In a fight against 
corporate aggrandizeinent from the stock-hold- 
ers and officials of one of the largest, richest 
and closest monopolies in the United States. On 
this issue Mr. Payne would most probably vote 
with the Republicans in case that party should 


oppose the Democratic policy as outlined in the 
above resolution.

of personal property, which was $5,111,000,000 in 
1860, has decreased to $3,866,000.000 in 1880, or @ 
deciine of one-fourth in the corresponding period, 

And this is the very period when bonds and 
stocks and mortgages have been created by the 
hundreds if not thousands of militons. 

It is evident that there Is one explanation, and 
one only, of this enormous apparent decrease in 
personal property. Wealth escapes taxation. 
The owners of personalty either cover up their 
taxable property or perjure themselves by false- 
ly swearing it out of asse#sment. 

This raseality on the part of gwealth throws 
undue burdens on all honest taxpayers—the rich 
as wellas the poor. It increases their rents. It 
swells the cost of every necessary articie they 
purchase at retail stores. It oppresses them in 
every way. Itisthe means by which the poor 
are made poorer and the rich richer. 

The Democratic party insists on an equaljza- 
tion of the burdens of taxation. It demands the 
due taxation of wealth which now evades the tax- 
gatherer, The true remedy is an income tax on 
large incomes and a tax on farge inheritances.

of His Trade, 
Some Idea of the Amount of False Head Cov= 
ering Worn in St. Louis—The Latest Things 
in Bangs and Curls—The Gray Hair Craze. 


A Post-DisPaATcH reporter was standing in 
front of a Fourth street bair emporium this morn- 
ing when a couple of pretty girls passed by, 
stopped and almost ran to the pane, 

"Oh, pshaw,” said one of them, “I thought that 
Was a‘heart-breaker.’ It isn’t, though, is it? It 
is Only the old-fashioned curl.” 

The reporter entered the store and was soon in 
conversation with the proprietor on the subject of 
““Heart-breakers.” “Heart Breakers,” said_ he, 
are what we call water curls or Montagues. They 
are old things, In the early part of the reign of 
of Charles I, they were much in vogue. The 
were arrayed on the head wit 
wires then, Now they are pasted. 
These old times were good ones for us hairdress- 
ers, at least for our predecessors. Combing the 
wig ® Carles 11.’s time was just what twirling 
the mustache is now; It served when conversa- 
tion slackened from a lack of ideas, and was used 
by intrigue for a signal. When fashionable idiers 
met topromenade at Fox Hallor atthe Spring 
Gardens they combed their black or white wigs 
with combs which they kept in cases in their 
pockets with their souff boxes. It is also said 
thai gentlemen stayed atthe door of a drawing- 
room to comb their wigs, just as they do now to 
Adjust their ties: even the tover sighed and 
combed, and combed and sighed, alternately. 

“Wigs worn by ladies in 1772 show that the hair 
was combed over a very bigh pompadour, and on 
the sides and top of this is a row of finger puffs, 
placed horizontally, forming a@ most ominug 
frame. ‘The fashions for the past fAlty years, at 
least, have given us no style like this,and it would 
be very pretty and becoming to many ladies.

“It may ve a surprise to many of those who ac- 
cept as French all the styles which are considered 
especially becoming and elegant to learn that for 
many years nothing in bair dressing essentially 
Freneh hus been adopted by American ladies.

Rapid Disappearance of a Lake. 
From the San Francisco Alta. 

The rapid drying up of Tulare Lake in 
California is one of the most remarkable geo- 
graphical changes of this country within his- 
wrical times. A few years ago the lake was 
thirty-three miles long by twenty-one wmiies 
wide, and nowitis but fifteen miies long 
and has an average width of less than cighy 
miles. ‘This resuit is attributed Jargely to 
huwan agency. The cutting of tinrver on 
the mountains, and more especially the tap- 

ing of the water courses by which the lake 
s replenished, by the boring of artesiay 
wells, and appropriating the waters of riy- 
ers for irrigation, make it impossible that 
the lake should supply the loss incurred by 
evaporation and maintain its former levei. 
Two or three dry seasons have doubtless 
made the progress in this direction more 
rapid than it would otherwise have been, and 
one or two rainy winters might cause the
